MEXICANS OR AMERICANS 


Senator La Follette has introduced a resolytion 
to prevent the landing of troops or other acts on 
the part of American warships now in Mexican 
waters which might be construed as a warlike dem- 
That would seem to 
indicate that the senator’s interest lies more in the 
protection of the pride and dignity of Mexico and 
the Mexicans than in the defense of American citi- 
zens in that country on legitimate business. 

‘Is it his intention to inform the, Mexicans that 
American marines will stand idly by, looking over 
the rails of their vessels and perhaps joining in the | 
cheer, when a mob of peons full of mescal chase an 
American engineer down to the end of the dock 
and kick him overboard among the sharks? That, 
as we see it, would be the effect of adoption of his 
resolution. 

What would be the result? American. business 
and professional men going into Mexico to aid in 
the development of the natural resources of that 
country for the equal advantage of Mexico, the 
United States, and themselves would be subject to 
abuse and loss of property if not to death, without 
protection and without redress. It would add to 
the anarchy and political disturbances which have 
devastated Mexico for a decade, would deprive that 
cMuntry of the services of American brains and cap- 
ital, would penalize Americans who go out into the 
world to add to the prosperity and prestige of this 
country, and would make a sorry joke of the 
American flag. 

If, on the other hand, “the warlike demonstra- 
tion” which is feared should actually occur, what 
would be the result? Mexico would protest. It 
would charge this country with imperialistic de- 
signs and action in the exploitation of a weaker | 
people. It might even oppose force with force for 
atime. But it would learn that the American flag 


iean citizens emgaged in lawful enterprises ir a for- 
eign country. Eventually it would cease to chase 
Americans off a dock at the point of a machete, to, 
confiscate or destroy their property, or to stab 
them to death at the corner of a dark alley. With 
the learning of that lesson the renaissance might 


We trust the situation in Tampico is net such as 
to require any warlike demonstration on the part of 
American warships. But the fact that the vessels 
have been assigned there indicates that there is 
some fear in official circles for the lives and prop- 
erty of Americans. In such a situation it would 
be folly to tie the hands of American officers in 
charge merely to cater to the good will of a people 
who already hate us. 


BUREAUCRACY AND THE

FOREIGN TRADE, 

Expectations of foreign commerce based on our 
trade during, the war are certain to be disappointed. 
War conditions were abnormal and already have 
disappeared. If we are to have a wise policy it 
must be based not on abnormal but on normal con- 
ditions, and for these the conditions prior to the 
war are a better guide to our possibilities than any 
accomplishment of the war period. 


The outstanding problem is foreign credit, and 


this depends primarily not upon our policy but 
upon what measures European nations adopt to 
solidify their conditions. So long as they main- 
tain millions of men in the nonproductive activities 
of the armies—and Europe is said to have 3,000,000 
men now under arms—so long as they retain 
enormously inflated currency and refuse to prac- 
‘tice drastic egenomies in public and priyate ex- 
penditures, so long as they are disturbed by social 
disorders which rgduce production, so long as they 
avoid drastic taxation, European credit must re- 
main a shaky and dubious reliance. 

America therefore must consider whether in any 
instance it can afford to export its goods in ex- 
change for obligations which may not be met, even 
as to interest. 

If we send large quantities of our raw materials 
abroad in exchange for these promises to. pay. we 
must realize that even if payment is met it must 
be made largely in the form of manufactured com- 
modities which will compete with American goods

NATURALIZED IN CRIMINAL 
COURT. 


Chicago, July 4.—[{Friend of the Peo- 
ple.J—Is it possible to have naturaliza- 
tion papers transferred from oné court 
to another? Several yeats ago I received 
final naturalization papers in the 
Criminal court. Many times since, espe- 
clally when registering for election, I 
have been told that my certificate is 
useless. It has been very embarrassing 
for me, I know of others who have had 
the same experience. J. W. 

The chief naturalization examiner, in Room 
776 Federal building, Chicago, advises that 
the Criminal court of Cook county natural- 
ized a great many aliens prior to September. 
¥906. At about that time it’ was discovered 
that the Criminal court had no jurisdiction 
to naturalize aliens. In order to validate 
naturalization certificates issued by the Crim- 
inal court of Cook county, congress on June 
29, 1906, passed an act, the second section 
of which reads as follows: 

“That all the records relating to natural- 
ization, all declarations of intention to be- 
come citizens of the United Statés, and all 
certificates of naturalization filed, recorded 
or issued prior to the time when this act takes 
effect in or from the Criminal court of Cook 
county, Tl., shall for all purposes be deemed 
to be and to have been made, filed, recorded, 
or issued by a court with jurisdiction to nat- 
uralize aliens, but shall not *be by this act 
further validated or legalized.” 

The records of naturalization cannot be 
transferred from one court to another.

Doctors Report Many Left 


Without Care. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
D. C., July. 7.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The $18,000,000 which congress 
‘appropriated four months ago to build 
hospitals for disabled soldiers will be 
little more than “a drop in the bucket ” 
in meeting the necessities of the situ- 


ation. 
The senate committee on soldiers 


-. relief learned this today from the com- 


mittee of doctors appointed by the sec- 
retary of the treasury to work out 
plans for properly spending the con- 
gressional appropriations for hospitali- 
zation. The doctors’ committee con- 
sists of Dr. C. W. White, Dr. J. G. 
Brown, and Dr. Frank Billings. 

The money now available is to be 
spent on eighteen hospitals. Fourteen 
old hospitals are to be enlarged and 
four new ones will be built. This will 
use up the entire $18,000,000. The addi- 
tional accommodations thus furnished 
will take care of about 6,000 soldiers. 

Leaves Thousands Un For. 

Testimony yesterday before the com- 
mittee by officials of the American 
Legion was to the effect that there are 
about 100,000 tukerculosis and mental 
patients alone requiring attention, al- 
though only 26,000 are now being 
treated. The additional facilities af- 
forded by the expenditure of $18,000,- 
000 will still leave many thousands 
without pro care. 

The doctors’ tommittee, it was stated, 
is preparing sestimates to submit to 
the secretary of the treasury and con- 
gress for additional millions to be ex- 
pended on hospitals. 

Although the pending inv4stigation 
was designed to give a thorough air- 
ing to the seandal of shabby treatment 


of disabled soldiers, the committee te-/ 


day, for some unaccountable reason, 
closed its doors te the public and con- 


. ducted the examination of the doctors’ 


committee in secret. No reason was 
given for the action, except that the 
committee could question the witnesses 
with greater freedom if the public 
were excluded. 
Another Delay for Sweet Bill. 

The Sweet consolidation bill encoun- 
tered another day of delay. ¥ finance 
subcommittee heard several Witnesses 
and then adjourned until tomorrow. 
Senator Smoot, chairman of the sub- 
committee, announced that the hear- 
ings were ended and that the commit- 
tee would act promptly tomorrow. 

Representative Elliott of Indiana and 
Representative Sinnott of Oregon ap- 
peared before the committee to urge 
retention of the house amendment for 
the reinstatement of disabled veterans 
whose insurance policies lapsed for 
nonpayment while their compensation 
claims were being adjusted by the war 
risk bureau. Frequeritly, they said, it 
teok a year or more to get such claims 
adjusted and in the meantime, the sol- 
diers, disabled and without, money, 
were unable to keep up their insurante 
premiums. The committee appeared 
favorably. disposed. 

Want Discipline Clause Dropped. 

Edward S. Bettelheim Jr., chairman 
of the national legislative committee 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
urged elimination of the provision un- 
der which disabled soldiers in hospitals 
might be deprived of compensation for 
Harry L.’ Fid- 
ler, a member of the federal board for 
vécational training, also urged that 
this feature of the bill be stricken out. 
He declared it was unnecessary and 
might lead to abuse,

‘panded $29,801,000, those on government 
obligations and those on commercial pa- 
per increasing $26,616,000 and $3,185,000 
respectively. Total bills increased $29,- 
$36,000. Treasury certificates increased

Trad- 
ers were more disposed to consider con- 
structive influences, selling pressure 
was less in evidence; and the buying 
was somewhat broader, especially in 


wheat and oats. 
The main thing in wheat and oats is 


the disappointing thrashing returns, 


those in wheat being around 25 per cent 
below anticipations, with some yields 
much less. It is a spotted condition and 
in some sections the weight is light, sam- 
ples testing 46 Ibs from Illinois for wheat, 
while oats run 20 to 28 lbs. These fig- 
ures may be changed by later returns. 

Spring wheat reports were mixed. Le 
Count’s reports from central Minnesota 
showed a lowering of conditions, with 
traces of black rust in the Detroit dis- 
trict. Reports of rust from the Canadian 
northwest were denied by Winnipeg peo-
